Inventory of Existing School Buildings 


Given by Architects for Consideration 
In Long-Range Development Planning 


One of the major steps in developing a master plan for long-range 
development of the Porterville High School and Porterville college 
campuses was an inventory of existing buildings of the district, on the 


basis of both quantity and quality. 


The master plan was developed 
by the Bakersfield architectural 
firm of Eddy and Deasy at the re- 
quest of Porterville Union High 
School and College district trus- 
tees, and complete copies are avail- 
able for inspection at the district 
office at 735 West Olive street. 

In the physical inventory, ac- 
cording to John Guthrie, chair- 
man of 4 citizen’s committee seek- 
ing passage of a bond issue to im- 
Prove facilities, the history and 
construction types of existing 
buildings are briefly stated. . De- 
ficiencies such as faulty heating 
and ventilating systems, lack of 
cabinet or storage space, improper 
lay-out, etc., are not shown, but 
Major problems such as lack of 


compliance with the Field Act, 
and fire and panic standards are 
noted. ss 


The inventory report on high 
school buildings follows: 

Building ‘‘S’’ —-Constructed of 
reinforced concrete in 1941 to 
house the college. Now used by the 
high school for science and social 
studies classes. Contains five class- 
rooms, two laboratories, darkroom, 
toilets, janitor and storage rooms, 
and two office rooms used by 
high school principal, Condition 
satisfactory. 


Home Economics Buildings ‘‘V” 
and “U” — Built in 1951. Wood 
frame construction with steel bent 
roof framing. Well constructed 
and well equipped. Each building 
contains one clothing room, one 
home-making room, and one mul- 
tipurpose room. Condition, satis-

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TEN-CENT LEVY FOR BEEF 


PROMOTION IS DISCUSSED AT - 
COUNTY CATTLEMEN MEETING

A report by Bob Munyon, secretary of the California Beef Indus- 
try council, on recently adopted state legislation providing for a levy 
of 10 cents per head on all beef cattle marketed, highlighted the an- 
nual business meeting of the Tulare County Cattlemen’s association 
Tuesday noon at Berkshire’s restaurant in Porterville. 


Mr. Munyon told the county 
cattlemen that the bill sponsored 
by producers, packers and retail- 
ers, 
legislature without a dissenting 
vote, and now, all that remains 


for the proposed ammendment to} 


be enacted into law is the approv- 
ing vote of 65 percent of the 
state’s estimated 32,000 beef and 
dairy producers. He thought that 
balloting on the measure would be 
either late summer or early fall. 
If approved at that time, stated 
Mr. Munyon, the 10-cent assess- 
ment will become effective, and 
will be deducted at the point of

Memorial auditorium — Pre- 
sently under construction. Rein- 
forced masonry construction with 
steel roof trusses. Contains audi- 
torium, stage shop, rehearsal room 
and meeting room. While not high 
school property, it is available for 
high school use and will be a valu- 
able asset to the campus. 

Site consideration — The high 
school campus is adequate in size, 
and well located. Adequate play- 
ing fields are in use or are be- 
ing developed. These include five 
baseball fields in grass, one foot- 
ball field in grass, a running track 
and tennis courts. 

There is no engineered drain- 
age for the campus, resulting in 
unsatisfactory drainage during 
rainy weather. Parking areas are 
insufficient and should be expand- 
ed and paved. 

The campus is bisected by un- 
necessary roads. These should be 
closed to all except necessary serv- 
ice traffic, re-graded and paved 
and connected to pedestrian 
walks. : 

The high school is not present- 
ly protected by fencing. A com- 
plete fencing program should be 
seriously considered by the dis- 
trict in order to decrease vandal- 
ism and prevent unauthorized 
entry to the grounds. Condition, 
not. satisfactory. A  tophogra- 


phic survey is requiréa to accur-|, 


ately locate all surface facilities 


and provide the information nec-}/ 


essary for developing a campus 
drainage system and laying out 
any new construction or site im- 
provements. 

Bus garage and district shop — 
These old buildings are not of 
permanent construction and oc- 
cupy a part of the campus that 
could be better used for other 
purposes. It is not necessary that 
they be located at or near the 
academic campus. They should be 
considered expendabl if proper 
developmen of the campus _ re- 
quires the space they now occupy. 

The report noted that the new 
Porterville College campus has 
four winks completed that con- 
\tain administration unit, two 
science laboratories, 15  class- 
rpoms, library, storage and supply 
rooms, and toilets. The buildings 
are of wood frame construction 
with steel bent roof framing and 
all are in satisfactory condition.
